Some ‘aldermen had suggested 
repaving State Street near the 
intersection, turning it into a 
one-way street and redesigning 
the intersection. 

Hadley said the school’s new 
entrance created a natural 
four-way stop. 

Before the barricades were 
placed, southbound drivers on 

‘ehling Road who wanted to 
turn onto State Street had to 
drive ‘across two lanes, one of 
which carried traffic from the 
opposite direction. Neither direc- 
tion on Fehling Road had to stop 
at the intersection. 

Traffic coming from State 
Street had to merge with north- 
bound Fehling Road traffic in 
the middle of the curve. There 
were no yield or merge signs. 

Fehling Road residents who 
live on the curve will have 
access to their driveways, said 
Warfield. He said enough space 
between the barricades will be 
left for the residents to drive 
through.

Zoning law may be unenforcable

The city’s zoning ordinance 
may be on shaky legal. ground, 
said 7th Ward Alderman Jeff 
Worthen, chairman of the City 
Council’s Planning, Zoning and 
Annexation Committee. 

Worthen said a change of zon- 
ing classifications in 1981 may 
not hold up in court when chal- 
lenged. At issue is property that 
was zoned commercial when the 
city issued special use zoning 
permits prior to 1981. 

When the 1981 ordinance was 
adopted, Special use permits 
were not al ed and some sec- 
tions of the city were zoned resi- 
dential where: property had been 
individually zoned commercial. 

The ordinance classified’ the 
former commercially zoned 
properties now in residential 
areas as ‘‘non-conforming.”’ 

A situation reported by the 
Press-Record/Journal on Thurs- 
day involving property on John- 
son Road is an example of the 
problem. 

The former Midtown Pharma- 
cy property at 2057 Johnson 
Road was zoned commercial 


before 1981 and is now listed as 
non-conforming in an area zoned 
residential 

The pharmacy is no longer in 
business and the owner wants 
the property rezoned to commer- 
cial but does not have a mini- 
mum of one acre, a require- 
ment. 

Many businesses have been 
turned down because of the 
requirement but some have not. 
The requirement was designed 
to limit development in neigh- 

Is. 

Another property on the same 
block, now a video rental store, 
was rezoned in 1986 but did not 
have the minimum acreage 
requirement. 

Worthen said he was not sure 
the city could legally turn down 
rezonings in such cases. 

“They (pro) openly. owners) were 
never notified this property was 
changed back to residential. 
Right now, anyone can take us 
to court and beat us,”’ said Wor- 
then, referring to attempts by 
businesses to challenge the 1981 
rezoning.

How do we determine 
how much interest income 
should be reported? 

A. That's a very good point 
which we did not cover in 
our previous column. In 
most cases, you can pro- 
bably obtain the needed in- 
formation from your bank 
where the bonds were pur- 
chased. Banks have redemp- 
tion schedules showing the 
worth of the bonds at year’s 
end. The difference between 
the purchase price and the 
year-end worth would be the 
interest income you should 
report. If for some reason, 
this information is not 
available through your bank, 
your-may request a Form PB 
3501 from the Bureau of the
